No. 3[5|94|Cottqn|4(l)(2.—In exercise of the 
powers conferred on me by Clause 4(1) of the 
Cotton Control Order, 1986, I hereby direct that 
no manufacturer shall have at any time in his pos¬ 
session, a quantity of Indian Cotton required for 
consumption on his own spindles whether held by 
himself or held on his behalf by any other person 
and including quantities to be delivered against 
outstanding contracts, in excess of his three mon¬ 
ths’ average consumption. 

The above limit shall be subject to the follow¬ 
ing exemptions :•— 

(i) In the case of a manufacturer who is re¬ 
quired to execute orders for defence 
purposes, the Textile Commissioner may, 


on an application made to him in this 
behalf, permit such a manufacturer to 
keep stocks of Indian Cotton, in excess 
of the above limit to the extent of re¬ 
quirement of cotton for executing the 
contract. 

(ii) In the case of a manufacturer who has 
exported in the preceding calendar year 
ending on 31st December, a part or 
whole of his packed production, the 
Textile Commissioner may, on an appli¬ 
cation made to him in this behalf ac¬ 
companied by necessary particulars, per¬ 
mit such a manufacturer to keep Indian 
Cotton upto the limits indicated be¬ 
low:— 

(a) Manufacturer who has exported upto and 
including 10 per cent of his packed produc¬ 
tion in the preceding calendar year ending on 
31st December. 

(b) Manufacturer who has exported more than 
10 per cent upto and including 25 per cent 
of his packed production in the preceding 
calendar year ending on 31st December. 

Quantity equivalent to half a month’s average 
consumption over and above the applicable stock 
limit specified above. 

Quantity equivalent to one month’s average con¬ 
sumption over and above the applicable stock; 
limit specified above. 

(c) Manufacturer who has exported more than 
25 per cent of his packed production in the 
preceding year ending on 31st December. 

Quantity equivalent to one and a half months’ ave¬ 
rage consumption over and above the annlicable 
stock limit specified above. 

(iii) Tlie quantity of Indian Cotton which caa 

be held in the possession of a manufac¬ 
turer who has been using wholly or 
mainly foreign cotton, shall be as speci¬ 
fied by the Textile Commissioner from 
time to time on an application made to 
him by the said manufacturer in thus 
behalf. 

(iv) The cases of mills which were closed and 

have been restarted recently either by 
the National Textile Corporation or pri¬ 
vate parties will be considered on merit 
on submission of application to the Tex¬ 
tile Commissioner. 
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3. It should be noted that :— 

(i) The average monthly consumption will 
be computed on the basis of the figures 
reported by the manufacturer to the 
Textile Commissioner in Form CST-H 
(MO 2 revised) for the preceding cot¬ 
ton year ending on 31st August. 

(ii) The average consumption will be com¬ 

puted on the basis of full working mon¬ 
ths during the preceding cotton year 
without taking into consideration the 
strike period, if any. 

4. Further in exercise of the powers conferred 
on me by Clause 4 (1) of the above said Ordei, 
1 direct that no manufacturer shall purchase In¬ 
dian cotton unless his stock of such cotton at any 
lime comes down below the limit prescribed 
above. 


5. Mills which have Indian Cotton stocks on 
the date of publication of this notification in the 
Official Gazette, in excess of the above limits are 
required to send details wii'iin fifteen days to the 
Textile Commissioner by Registered Post with 
acknowledgement due. Such mills are prohibited 
from buying any further quantity of Indian Cot¬ 
ton till such excess position is corrected to a level 
below the limits now prescribed. Dealers other 
than banks holding quantities of Indian cotton on 
behalf of the mills are advised to satisfy themsel¬ 
ves that such stocks of cotton are within the limits 
prescribed for the mills concerned. 


6. This Notification shah come into force on 
the date of its publication in the Official Gazette.
